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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Kingfield 


Many of our energies in 1982 were directed to the renovation of Webster Hall 
into a multi-purpose building. We now have a central building that not only pro- 
vides the town its municipal offices and a fireproof record room but, with monies 
from the Ralph Simmons Trust, we were able to provide a new kitchen and com- 
munity room that every citizen can utilize. These renovations used $32,019.45, the 
Webster Hall Fund of $3,253.85 and $27,000 from the Simmons Trust. 

The landfill site was rated by the OSHA representatives as ‘‘the best visited’’ 
and much of this credit we give to the new attendant Roland Atwood and to the 
people who take a little extra time to dispose of waste as designated at the site. 
While we know landfills are not the long term answer to our solid waste problems, 
our current operation has and is working satisfactorily. You will note a balance in 
this account of $14,668.75. These monies will remain in escrow to cover or help 
to cover any major expense whether it be in the form of compaction equipment, 
fill cover, further soils work or study. The Towns involved in using the landfill 
have been very cooperative as we work to maintain the present landfill and plan 
for the future. 

We commend the Town Treasurer for her outstanding work during the past year. 
As you will note the town’s earnings through interest have been expanded. This 
is the first year too that the Selectmen have received a treasurer’s financial state- 
ment relative to accounts, investments and interest. 

The Stanley Museum became a reality as Selectmen signed a five year lease for 
the Stanley School. A charter membership campaign was held as museum Officials 
move toward their goals. 

The town road equipment, although weighted with many more work hours dur- 
ing 1982, continues to function well. Major repairs lurk in the wings however because 
of the age of the equipment. This year we are asking that $20,000.00 be added 
to the new equipment account because it is eminent that replacement is near reality, 
$10,000.00 to be raised and $10,000.00 from Surplus. This year you will note that 
we were fortunate to have a balance in the Summer Road Account. We did place 
800 feet of mulch on Winter Hill; 600 feet on Maple St.; and 2700 feet on the Tufts 
Pond Road. A total of 20 yards of patch was used throughout the community to 
keep our roads in good repair. The Winter Roads account reflects the costs of main- 
taining mostly ice covered roads rather than that of plowing snow due to the 
unseasonable winter. 

In late December it was learned the town had received additional Federal EPA 
and State DEP funding for a new subsurface sewage disposal system, which had 
been held in limbo until these additional monies could be a reality. Reviews of 
materials and meetings resumed immediately as the board worked to carry out the 
project, which has been in one stage or another since 1976. 
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Home construction was down again this year reflecting the economics of the times. 
Late in the year three new homes and a large garage for a commercial concern were 
constructed in the Narrow Guage Subdivision. A residential home on Main St. was 
renovated to a five apartment building. Another home has been purchased in the 
downtown area for similar remodeling. 

Aerobics became a part of the Kingfield Recreation Department Program and 
has proved popular for people of all ages. The summer program was carried out 
very well even with the cut in staff due to federal cutbacks in student programs. 

The opening of the Herbert was well received by the townspeople and it is 
pleasurable to have the building glow with lighting and bustle with activity...it is 
like welcoming the return of an old friend to the Main Street scene.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the various officers of the 
Town of Kingfield has been completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 1982. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and an analysis of 
available funds and expenditures. The results are incorporated in the following 
comments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year's operations showed that net departmental 
balances lapsed to general fund surplus amounted to $24,315.31. Net unexpended balances 
in Town charges and interest accounts were the main sources of unexpended balances 
lapsed to surplus. 


ASSETS.eeeeThe general fund cash balance of $138,810.56 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the depository and with time deposit books of Kingfield Savings Bank. 


Taxes receivable of $19,459.20 represents the balance of the 1982 commitment. 
All prior commitments had been settled in full. 


Tax liens awaiting settlement amounted to $10,130.02 at the closing date. 
LIABILITIES....eIThe Town had no recorded general fund liabilities at the year end. 


RESERVES...-eAppropriation account balances carried forward to the ensuing year amounted 
to $43,255.25 at the year end. Included were welfare, town dump and highway department 
account balances carried forward at the direction of the Town officers. 


FUND BALANCE.....The general fund balance of the Town amounted to $94,881.82, a decrease 
of $5,684.09 compared with the previous year. This decrease was occasioned principally 
by transfers authorized by the Townspeople. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDS.....totaling $19,856.78 were available from the State and 
$13, 7660.88 applied to reduce the tax commitment. Federal revenue sharing funds 
amounting to $39,992.49 were available and $18,697.00 expended, the balance of 
$21,295.49 carried to 1983 accounts. 


TRUST FUNDS...--Trust fund principals totaled $39,312.31 while unexpended income 
amounted to $1,347.57. Income amounted to $9,287.43 was paid to the Kingfield 
Cemetery Association, which included a balance from prior years. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the financial 
status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 


In our opinion, the accompanying balance sheet and supporting information
